appointive instead

elective was adopted by the senate 
21 to 2'». 
A m inority report signed 
by Uravn- and Yan Auken recom ­ 
mending indefinite postponem ent was 
rejected. 
D em ocrats were jubilant over the 
result of the vote on the bill. 
Seven 
republicans joined them in trying to 
kill the resolution. 
The republicans 
voting with the dem ocrats were Mc­ 
Cray, M asters, Xedji, Jam es, Grant, 
Brown and Bainum. 
F o u r members 
w’erc absent, two dem ocrats and two 
republicans. 
If the dem ocrats can 
increase 
their vote by four when 
the hill is up fo r p assage they would 
be able to tie the count, thus allow­ 
ing Lieutenant Governor to ca st the 
deciding ballot. 
Bush is opposed to

The fo llo w in g le t t e r has b een r e ­ 
ceived by Albert Swanzey from Cor­ 
poral Percy M. Robertson: 


Fentesdorf, Germany, 
December 20, 1918. 
Dear Al. and family: 
Your welcome letter of some time 
ago duly received which found Die 
well and O, K. and plenty ot work to 
do. 
Yow that we have crossed the 
Rhine and our work bas begun to 
ease up a little I will attempt a few 
lines to you. 
Sure hope that, this 
finds you all well and happy. I can 
not complain. • 
Well, Pard, I wall attempt a short 
history of the work, of the second 
division, of which I am a member. 
September 19th, 
191», 
I 
sailed 
from New York karl>or tor France. 
Sighted Belle Island, 
France, Sep­ 
te m b e r 30, where our destroyers ac­ 
counted for one I -boat by raining it. 
Disembarked at St. Nazaire, L ranee, 
November 2, staying here ten days at 
military camp. 
We entrained for 
two days trip, riding in box <*ar>. 8 
cr IO feet wide, 25 to 30 feet long, 
labelled 40 Homines 8 Chevaux. D< 
training at Bordeaux France, where 
we stayed until the iatter part of 
January, 1918. 
Entraining here for 
three days trip, we routed Ton res, 
(where Will was last letter I had 
from him) Issredun, (where Ray was 
last tune I heard from him) and Di 
Jon. 
Detrained at Damblain, state 
of 
Vosges 
Stayed 
here until the 
middle of March, when we entrained 
for tile Front 
After a 30 hour trip by rail and 8 
hour march, wre found ourselves at 
3rd line trencher at Verdun sector. 
First I will endeavor to explain

our boys had four animals shot dead 
out of his hands, by shell one night. 
But we have all had narrow escapes

Paris. 
Stayed a few1 days when we made 
our force trip to Chateau Thierry.

Little City, Picked for Pershing’s 
Headquarters, Is Now 
Americanized. 


HOTELS ALWAYS CROWDED 


Hurrying Officers Everywhere While 
War Was on— Pershing Lived in 
Castie— Founded on Place of 
Strategic Value.

Chaumont, France.-— This little city 
o f tile Haute Marne is the home of 
the general headquarters of the Amer­ 
ican expeditionary forces. 
H ere lives the commander in chief, 
and in the buildings of the French gar­ 
rison are housed the officers of the 
general stuff and all the auxiliary or­ 
ganizations that go with it— the nerve 
center of tin* army. A city of normally 
about 15,000 inhabitants Chaumont lies 
on the Eastern railway lines, 163 m iles 
east of Paris. 
It w as form erly the 
capital of Basslgny, and is now the 
capital 
of 
the 
departm ent 
o f 
the 
H aute Marne. 
Like most of the older cities of 
France, Chaumont seem s to have been 
founded on a site of strategic value. It 
crowns a high plateau between the 
Marne and the Suize, and from the 
walls and towers of the old city is a 
wonderful view of the valley of the 
Marne, the river here being hardly as 
wide as the Marne canal thai flows be­ 
side it 
between its poplar-bordered 
banks. 
Northward over Uh* narrow 
vale of the Suize the view takes in a 
w ide sweep of rolling, forest-crowned 
hills. 
Removed From Paris. 
General headqua? 
w as removed 
from Paris here ii. . e m b e r of last 
year, Chaumont being selected after a 
careful search of available locations. 
It lies in the center of what w as the 
American training area, every camp, 
as well as the Toul sector, in which 
the American forces first saw battle, 
and all the lines from Torii eastward, 
whore we were located, being within 
re,ich by motor. 
The French post occupied as head­ 
quarter offices is typical of French 
garrisons. 
Three long, four-story red 
tile-roofed barracks form three sides 
of a great quadrangle facing a wide 
avenin*. 
A group of lesser buildings 
and the customary iron fence and or­ 
namental gates in the remaining boun­ 
dary. 
on both gate posts fly the T ri­ 
color and the Stars and Stripes. 
Sentries pace their posts on every 
hand, the quadrangle is filled with hur­ 
rying officers and orderlies and clerks, 
hands flash in salute, bugles give their 
alm ost hourly calls for the various mil­ 
itary events and periods of the day, 
staff cars and m otorcycles roll in and 
out and now atid thou the sentry ut 
tile gate stiffens even more rigidly and 
brings his piece up with mort* snap 
when a great olive drab car, .shining 
like a yacht slides in, the scarlet tab 
on the windshield with four white 
stars signifying the 
commander 
in 
chief. 
Car Often Unheralded. 
Frequently 
tin 
general's car ap­ 
proaches unheralded and so sw iftly 
that the sentry's cry of “Turn out the 
guard” is too lute and the commander 
in chief is gone before the guard can 
tumble from the guardhouse. 
Until last spring General Pershing 
made his residence in a large villa 
near headquarters. 
Ile soon found, 
however, that so near the workshop of 
the army he could not have the quiet 
and Jack of intrusion necessary to his 
growing responsibilities, and he moved 
in May last to a beautiful chateau 
about Ave m iles from the town. Here, 
in a great rambling castle, situated in 
the Marne valley among groves and 
wide sunlit lawns, he lived with his 
personal staff. 
Connected by 
tele­ 
phone with every divisional corps and 
army headquarters, his own offices in 
Chaumont, and with Paris, he did his 
work there when not with the army. 
Chaumont itself has become alm ost 
Americanized by the presence of the 
headquarters. 
Its little hotels are al­ 
w ays crowded w ith officers. 
It has 
been very hospitable to the American 
occupation. 
Nearly every home with 
a spare room is thrown open as a bil­ 
let for officers and many of the finest 
residences have been taken over en­ 
tirely by the hundreds of m esses. 
In 
many of them the officers have install­ 
ed electricity and bathrooms, and in 
som e cases central heating plants, and 
with French servants, live com forta­ 
bly, almost luxuriously as measured in 
m ilitary terms. 
Hundreds less fortu­ 
nate or lacking in rank take their 
chances on whatever billet m ay be 
found in the crowded town, where a 
bed is alw ays at a premium. 


LEADS IN SWEET POTATOES 


Alabama Raises One-Fifth of the En­ 
tire Sweet Potato Crop of the 
United States. 


Montgomery, 
Ala.—Alabama 
w ill 
raise 36,568,000 bushels of sw eet pota­ 
toes this year, a gain of over half a 
m illion bushels over last year, when 
it w as reported that 60 per cent of the 
crop w as lost through rotting, a loss 
of nearly $9,000,000, says the bureau 
of crop estim ates of Alabama. 
This 
year’s estim ate indicates that Ala­ 
bama has raised one-fifth of the en­ 
tire sw eet potato crop of the United 
States and places Alabama in the lead 
in the production of this vegetable.

FLYERS DOWN MANY 


American Airmen 
Make 
Record in War. 
Great 


854 German Airplanes and 82 German 
Balloons Accounted for by 
Yanks. 


W ashington.—American Airmen In 
Frifiioo brought down a total of &*4 
German airplanes and 82 German bal­ 
loons, 
against 
an 
American 
loss 
of 271 planes and 45 balloons, ac­ 
cording to a report cabled by Major 
General ITnrbord on Decem ber 15 and 
made public today by the war depart­ 
ment. 
Destruction of the 854 of tho 
.enem y planes aud 57 of the balloons 
had in en officially confirmed. 
The total casualties of the American 
air service in ai tion are given as 442, 
including 309 killed, 103 wounded, 200 
m issing, 27 prisoners, aud three in­ 
terned. 
When tin* arm istice ended the fight­ 
ing, the report said, there were 39 
American air squadrons at the front. 
They included 20 pursuit, six day, and 
one 
night 
bombardment 
squadrons, 
and five army, 12 corps, and one night 
observation squadrons. The total per­ 
sonnel was 2,161 officers and 22,351 
men at the front, with an additional 
4,643 officers and 28,353 men in the 
service of supply. 
Eight American 
flying officers were detailed w ith tile 
British army and 49 officers and 525 
men with the French forces. 
The total strength of the American 
air service in France w as 58,090, of 
whom 6,861 wTere officers. 
This w as 
exclusive of the air service mechan­ 
ics’ regiment with the French army, 
numbering 109 officers and 4,744 men. 
Up to November IO, General Hur- 
bord said, a total of 6,472 planes o f 
all types had been received by the 
American air service in France, in­ 
cluding 3,337 pursuit planes for com­ 
bat work and 90 for schools, 3,421 ob­ 
servation 
for service 
and 664 for 
schools, 421 day bombers w ith 85 addi­ 
tional for schools, and 31 night recon­ 
naissance machines. 
There were, in 
addition, 2,285 training, 30 experimen­ 
tal, and 108 m iscellaneous machines.

BILL WOULD REQUIRE USE 
OF ENGLISH EXCLUSIVELY 


Measure Providing for Teaching of 
German Upon Presentation of 
Petition Repealed, 


Because of the recent discus.-iou 
throughout Indiana during the period 
of the war relative to the teaching 
of German in the schools in Indi­ 
ana, considerable interest is shown 
in a hill which provides for the use 
of English exclusively iii all schools 
of the 
state, except 
in colleges 
when1 foreign 
languages may 
be 
studied. 
The bill has been set as a 
special order of business for T hurs­ 
day. 
One hill which provided for the 
repeal of 
a law' enacted 
in 1869 
whereby the teaching of German be­ 
came compulsory in public schools 
upon th0 presentation of a petition 
signed by twenty residents of such 
school district has been passed. 
It 
is understood 
that some 
of the 
German parochial 
schools in 
the 
county desire to continue the teach­ 
ing of German for religious instruc­ 
tion and that a resolution to this 
effect has been adopted by the local 
Lutheran church.
